The first effect of the new tariff 
law to which President Wilson's sig- 
nature was \vritten Friday night was 
seen early Saturday when the cler- 
ical force at the customhouse was 
increased by fifteen men in anticipa- 
tion of one of the busiest, days in the 
history of the the port. 

The customs officials began busi- 
ness an hour earlier than usual to 
take care of the flood of applications 
for release of the great store of im- 
ports which lias accumulated i nbond- 
ed warehouaes awaiting the tarift 
cuts.' 

In no cuatom district in the coun- 
try will there be greater activity dur- 
ing the first few days of the new tar- 
iff than at the port of New York, for 
in the forty-eight bonded warehouses 
there is more than $70,000,000 worth 
of goods awaiting withdrawal. Im- 
porters have been impatient to get 
their goods on the market, and it 
was expected they would attempt to 
withdraw over half ci tUa great 
store at once. 

There is almost every conceivable 
thing in the warehouses, but the chief 
things are cottons, linens, woolens, 
furs, silkks, leather goods, dried 
fruits, pickled flsh and leaf tobacco.

Senator James stepped into the 
breach Tuesday and for twenty i iin- ! 
ules urged upon the President the I 
claims of Dr. Arthur Yager, \vho 
.seeks to be Governor of Porto Rico. ' 
If the Georgetown educator lands the \ 
$8,(.(.iO office it will be the result of j 
the vigorous action of Mr. James and ! 
Dr. Yager says he had i)laced his case 
in the Senator's hands. 

As a result of the conference the 
Yager stock took a decided upward 
tturn. Friends of Representative 
Martin Foster, of Illinois, had been 
making headway with his candidacy 
for the Governorship, but Mr. James 
asked for the office for Dr. Yager on 
the ground that the ikatronage was de- 
serYod for a KentucUan, and that the 
applicant was a thoroof^ly repre- 
sentative citisen of the State. 

Dr. Yager is a prominent Baptist, 
closely affiliated with the anti-saloon 
element, and was a classmate of the 
President at Princeton in 1879. This 
later fact has been a handicap to him 
as the President is sensitive about 
appointing men Avho were at school 
with him because lie tliinks it argues 
an unjustiliubl'- favoritism. 

In the interview Mr. James based 
tlie application of Dr. Yager entirely 
upon the ground of his fitness and 
made the matter personal. The Pres- 
ident is desirous of granting the Ken- 
tucky Senator any favor in liis power 
and those close to the Administration 
declare that Dr. Yager will likely land 
the olllee^ wl|ereas a week ago his 
chances wwe poor. 

"I think Dr. Yager has an excellent 
chance of being appointed,** said Sen- 
ator James, as he left the White 
House.

An 
Washington were instructed Satur- 
day by Commissioner Osborn to wani 
all employerrs charged by the new in- 
come ta.x law to withhold the normal 
income tax of 1 ppp cent, at its 
source, to pay it to the Government, 
and that if they fail thf^y will ]>e lia- 
ble for the amount. Tiiis provision 
becomes effective November 1. 

"As the law does not specify in 
what manner the tax siiall be with- 
held." said Mr. Osborn, "it would ap- 
pear that such means may be adopted 
as will be best adapted to the par- 
ticular business affected." 

The Commissioner said he would 
prepare licenses and regidations as 
soon as possllde to enforce the pro- 
vision which requires the licensing of 
parsons, firms or corpmraUicms under- 
taking tlie oollectioii of for^gn inter- 
national payments by means oi cou- 
pons, checks of bill df exchange.

At the conclusion of arguments 
Tuesday afternoon in the Federal 
Court as to the amount of franchise 
assessment the Louisville and Nash- 
ville should pay taxes on in order to 
entitle it to a temporary injunction to 
restrain the collecion of axes on the 
balance in litigation, Judge Cochran 
announced that he would write an 
opinion, but did not say how much he 
would require the road to pay, al- 1 
though he asked in the course of the 
argument if any of the attorneys 
thought $25,000,000 would be too high 
an assessment. Col. Henry L. Stone, 
cliief counsel for the Louisville and 
NtibTiUe. said he thought thf y could 
show the court that it waa too high. 

This hearing was a ebntlnuatUm of 
the hearing on a temporary injunc- 
tion. The railroads paid into the 
State taxes on a valuation equal to 
their 1911 assessments, and sued to 
enjoin the collection of taxes on the 
amount their 1912 assessments were 
increased over tliat of 1911. This 
hearing was a continuation of the 
hearing on motions for temporory in- 
junctions, Judge Cochran having held 
the assessments void, but being of the 
opinion that the roads should pay on 
higher assessments than those of 
1911. The Louisville and Nashville 
paid on an assessment of $$11,899,200 
and $33,528,874, the amount of the in- 
crease in its assessment is in litiga- 
tion. If it is compelled to pay on an 
assessment of $25,000,000 it will have 
to tender the State $65,500.40 more in 
taxes, and tlie fight will continue over 
the $20,42S,074, th e balance q f the 
1912 ass essment complained of. 

Fixing the assessmeait et^ $25^000,- 
000 would make it HMtttMO more 
than the L. & N. conc|ghjy|t be fair 
and $2,428,074 less thd||HpBtate is 
contending for.

Lact General Assembly Passed an 
Amendment to the State Constitu- 
ticn Relating to Revwiu* mn4 Taxa- 
tion.

Frankfort, Ky.— (Special)— Tfca lait 
General Assembly in Kentucky passed 
an amendment to the State Consfitn- 

tion relating to revenue and taxation 
with a view of abolishing the anti- 
quated general property tax and sub- 
Btituting a more flexible system known 
to be More equitable and prodnctiye 
of greater revenue in other states. 
• The tax commission appointed un- 
i der another act at the same session 
made a thorough inyestigation and re- 
ported unanimously in condemnation 
of the present law and strongly urged 
the adoption of the amendment by the 
voters at the November election. 

It is a significant fact that since the 
adoption of the present Constitution 
jin 1891, which provided that "taxes 
I should be uniform on all property," a 
t large volume of personal property has 
1 disappeared from the assessors rolls 
j for the simple reason that such prop- 
j ertjr was taxed out of existence or at 
least out of sight

ducts only a seventy-five buj^:hel crop 
of Irish tubers when he calculated at 
planting time on at least a noutput 
of 200 bushels, while as it is the poor 
yield of seventy -five bushels will not 
pay for his seed potatoes. 

— Practically all of the tobacco 
crop of Bourbon county has been cut 
and is in the barn, with the result the 
farmers are greatly relieved for fear 
of the frosts doing further damage 
than that which has already been 
wrought by the drouth. The crop of 
Bourbon county this season, while full 
acreage was planted in. the spring, 
will not yield more than sixty-live to 
seventy per cent, of the average pro- 
duction of the county. Growers have 
another serious problem to contend 
with, that being the danger of house- 
burning of the tobacco. The crop, 
owiuK to tlie existing cool weather j 
conditions, i.s not curing as it should i 
and tlicre is grave danger of damage 
from this source. ' 

— The tobacco crop of liarris')n 
county is almost all in the barn and ' 
earh harvesters of the weed claim j 
it is curing brighter than in several i 
years. The dry weather of tlif' past j 
summer has caused the crop to be j 
very thin, and as a result a fine qual- j 
ity is to be expected. The principal 
damage was due to "firing" during j 
the hot weather, but as this damage 
was to the towest grades the loss will 
not be heavy. The crop of the pres- 
ent year is the shortest this coimty 
has had since the cut-out crop of 1908 
and for this reason and the fact that 
the reports from the neighboring 
counties show that the same state of 
affairs. Harrison county farmers are 
expecting a good market. Many of- 
fers from speculators of from 15 to 
20 cents straight for the entire crop 
comes firom all parta of the county.

Kentucky sporsmen won in their 
contention presented by J. Q. Ward. 
Executive Agent of the Game and Fish 
Commission, before the United States 
Biological Survey, for an extended 
shooting season on the Ohio river. 
Mr. Ward received word that migra- 
tory birds may hr shot on the Ohio 
river from October 1 to January 15. 

Under a new Federal statute, giv- 
ing the Department of Agriculture 
power to make rules for the protec- 
tion of migratory song, game and in- 
sectiverous birds, the survey had 
made the Mississippi and its tribu- 
taries a zone of immunity on which 
these Urds could not be shot until 
November 1. This was to give them 
a place to all^t aa their Umg South- 
em Journey in the fall. But the Ohio 
river ia the only body of water on 
which Kentucky sportsmen have a 
chance to shoot these birds, and No- 
vember 1 is so late, that, according 
to the obsened habits of mallards 
and otljor choice same birds, nearly I 
all of them would have departed ' 
Southward before the hunters had a 
chance at them. 

Executive Agent Ward took up the 
riuestion with the survey, and v.hile 
in Boston attending the meetig of the 
National Association of Game Com- 
missioers, made a vigorous protest. 
The result was announced by letter.

What is the foundation of the 
"thirteen" superstition? Why is it 
now that we are fully startler in the 
year 1913 that the superstitions are 
b( coming more and more weighted 
down with the burden of their inex- 
plicable fears? For they are unex- 
plainable— no one can tell you just 
why they are are in such dread of the 
numeber if you press them for a rea- 
son. 

Neither is it in English-speaking 
countries alone that the date is a fate- 
ful one. You can trace it in France, 
where the minister postpone the pub- 
lication of the names of a new Cabi- 
net, that the list may not appear on 
the thirteenth of he month. 

You meet with it in Germany, too, 
where even Bismack would rather 
sacrifice a dinner t/ian make one of 
thirteen at a table. Again you can 
come across the same superstition of 
terror in Switzerland, in Italy and in 
the Scandinavian countries. You find 
it on the stock change and even in 
gay, cynical Paris it creeps out wlien 
a holiday starts on the thirteenth and 
half the people stay shamefacedly at 
home. 

An English expert along statistical 
lines has recently compiled some val- 
uable information on this queer but 
interesting subject. The superstition 
traced back to antiquity, is thought 
to have its foundation in all Scan- 
dinaTian oonntriea. Their' ancient 
gods and goddesses apparently 
loathed the nnmberr but back of that 
none can go. 

As for the reasoi* in England two 
explanations are offered, though prob- 
ably no one person in a thousand who 
cherishes the delusion can really tell 
them. One authority ascribes the 
whole tradition to the ill luck thought 
to be associated from the fact that 
thirteen sat down to the Last Supper. 

But why any blighting or pernicious 
influence should result in mankind 
from the solemn gathering no man or 
woman of any sane mind has ever 
been able to say. Though there are 
scholars who explain the terror by 
pointing out that since Judas, who 
was the first to quit the table, hanged 
himself, the superstition has come 
down through ages since then. 

But there is another and more defl 
nite reason for its origin, which was 
only reached after a long and labori- 
ous search on the part of a number 
of leared men. "The superstition" 
they say, "that where a company of 
persons amounts to thirteen one of 
them will die within the twelve- 
month afterward seems to be found- 
ed on the calculations adhered to by 
the insurance offices, which presume 
that out of thirteen persons taken 
indiscriminaiely one will die within 
the year. 

So, apparently, the superstition 
comes from a ridiculous education 
from biblical history or from the 
cbance calculations of some forgot- 
ten insurance man's computation, 
whose theory probably would be up- 
set in five minutes by modern au- 
thority upon life averages of healthy 
individuals. 



Browning in ItSO, wrote to the in- 
land revenue officials that he receiv- 
ed practically no profits from liter- 
ature, as his work was "unprofitable 
and unsaUOrte."
